Prayer For Jews 


On Good Friday 


West Hartford, Conn. —(NC)— 
Father John M. Oesterreicher, di- 
rector of the Institute of Judaeo- 
Christian Studies, Seton Hall Un 
versity, noted in an address here 
that the revised Holy Week Lit- 
urgy had restored the Good Fri- 
day prayer for the Jews. 

He told the Serra Club that this 

ayer for the Jews is one of af- 
ection and of love. 


HE EXPLAINED that before 
every Good Friday intercession— 
be it for catechumens, prisoners, 
or pagans—the deacon calls out to 
the congregation: “Let us kneel.” 
But, he said, the mind of the 
Church is not always the mind of 
the individual Catholics. 

In the 9th century, Father Oes- 
terreicher continued, when the 
deacon begged the people to kneel 
in order to pray for the Jews, | 
deafened their ears and disobeyed, 
So the genuflection came to be 
dropped altogether. 

Now that the Holy See wishes 
to bring the wealth of the Holy 
Week Liturgy to the people, he 
said, this genuflection has been 
expressly restored.

It came into full bloom when a 
far-visioned, zealous and _ coura- 
geous Bishop determined to mobil-

That prelate is Bishop Charles 
F. Buddy of San Diego, who in 
November, 1951, launched the first 
Crusade for Souls (as it was called 
then) in America.

Hundreds of laity — lawyers, 
doctors, teachers, housewives, stu- 
dents, office workers, laborers — 
went from door to door and floor 
to floor. With tact and courtesy 
they took up a religious census and 
extended a gracious invitation to 
churchless people to attend the 
services of the nearest Catholic 
church and its Religious Informa- 
tion Forum as their guests. They 
offered to call for them and bring 
them and thus help them feel at 
ease. With all who were interest-

Participating in the campaign 
were 111 parishes, 251 priests and 
thousands of laymen and women. 
Lay campaigners canvassed 4,694 
uare blocks and 1,121 rural dis- 
ets, and called at 95,954 homes.

THESE FIGURES appeared in a 
survey on world Communism pub- 
lished here in the Catholic period- 
ical Herder Korrespondenz. 


Four countries have 74.1 per 
cent of the total party member- 
ship, the survey reported. These 
are Italy with 2,000,000 party mem- 
bers, France with 400,000, Indo- 
nesia with 160,000 and Western 
Germany with 100,000. Other na- 
tions with more than 50,000 mem- 
bers are Japan, Iran, the United 
States, Brazil, Austria, India and 
Finland. 


The breakdown of party mem- 
bership by continents is: North 
America, 70,000; South America, 
241,500; Europe, 2,800,650; Afri- 
ca, 30,000; Asia, 442,000; Aus- : 
tralia, 6,000. 

Countries with the largest num- 
ber of Communist voters are Italy 
with 6,100,000, India with 6,000,- 
000, France with 4,900,000, Japan 
with 656,000 and Germany with 
607,000. (The survey was made be- 
fore the January 2 election in 
France in which Communist can- 
didates won more than 5,000,000 
votes. ) 


Red candidates won the highest 
percentage of votes in France, 
where 26 per cent of the electorate 
cast their ballots for Communists. 
France was folloWed by Finland, 
29 per cent; Italy, 23 per cent; In- 
donesia, 22 per cent; Ceylon, 18.8 
per cent; Iceland, 16 per cent and 
Greece, 11 per cent. 


The survey reported that the 
Communist Party is outlawed in 
26 of the 58 countries dealt with 
in the survey.

Entitled “The Church and the) 
Social Conditions of Latin Amer-/ 
ica,” the article is based on the) 
statement which the Latin Amer- 
ican Hierarchy issued after its con- 
ference in Rio de Janiero, Brazil, 
last July. It comments on the 
Bishops’ observation that “in 
spite of the bounties heaped upon 
(Latin America) by Providence) 
for the benefit of its peoples, not 


everyone shares effectively in 
these rich treasures.” 
The article compares the 


“wealthy few” with a middle class 
working for virtually nothing and 
a large lower class without the 
basic necessities for a decent life. 
The Church preciaims, says the 
article, that the rights of proper- 
ty sheuld not lead te a cendition 
whereby there are unlimited 
numbers of propertyless people 
in one class and a “numerical- 
ly imsignificant” :

35,000 Refugees Leave 
Yugoslav Trieste Zone 


Trieste, Italy —(NC)— Some 
35,000 -refugees and about 100 
priests have come here from the 
Yugoslav Zone of Trieste terri- 
tory since that area was placed 
under the control of Tito’s Com- 
munist regime after the end of 
World War IL 

As a result of the priests’ de- 
parture the Yugoslav Zone is fac- 
ed with a severe shortage of clergy 
in addition to the troubles caused 
by restrictions on the Church im- 
posed by Communist officials.
